TANOING OF CLUBS 
By th# Associated Press. 
SHAWNEE, Okla., Aug. 22.—Gov­ 
ernor J. C. Walton was pledged today' 
to maintain troops at Tulsa until the 
persons responsible for mob activi­ 
ties in that vicinity are brouhgt to 
justice. 
Addressing the annual con­ 
vention of the Oklahoma Farm ers’ 
Union here yesterday, he explained 
his action in imposing martial law in 
Tulsa couity and declared: 
“I have sent troops to break up 
that damnable ring at Tulsa, and so 
help me, God, they will remain there 
until the perpetrators 
of 
the 
out­ 
rages are brought to justice.’’ 
“Men who will go to a man’s home 
as a mob did at Tulsa, seize a man 
as they did Nathan 
Hantman 
and 
beat him until there is not a place on 
his body w’hich is not as raw as un­ 
cooked steak, are more 
barbarous 
than the uncivilized cannibals of the 
stone age,” said the executive. 
The whipping of Nathan Hantaman 
was the immediate cause of the de­ 
claration of martial law in Tulsa. 
In defending 
his 
administration. 
Governor Walton declared 
that he 
hould resign if any one in the state 
could show a single instance where 
in he had “double crossed” the farm­ 
er or laborer. 
He spoke from the 
same platform on which a year and a 
half ago, after being endorsed by the 
Farmer-Labor Reconstruction League 
for governor, he pledged his aid in 
the solution of all problems confront­ 
ing the farmers and workers. 
Attacking the “kept press” of the 
state, Governor Walton asserted that 
he had only one way of taking “the 
truth to the people” and that, he said, 
was by word of mouth. 
The entire 
press of the state consistently had 
refused to print the facts of any por­ 
tion of his administration, he charg 
cd. 
Hundreds of farmer delegates 
to 
the convention rushed to the stand 
to greet the governor when he con­ 
cluded his address.
